Decking system of planks with anchors where the anchors are less that the width 
of the joist/support members (figure 1 and 2), 

Decking systems of planks with anchors where the anchors extend the width of 
the planks (figure 5 and 6), and 

Systems of planar members with anchors, which form a fence (figure 1 1 ). 
The application further includes the following patentably distinct species of 
anchor members:

The species are independent or distinct because they are structurally different.
